This is a part of a series of publications for teachers and students 
designed to help raise living standards through education in rural areas in 
the United States, in such essentials as food, clothing and housing. The 
material has been selected and prepared deliberately to suit local situations 
and conditions. While the content is obviously unsuitable for communities and 
schools in under—developed areas, the method employed to gather and organize 
the material is sound and may be regarded as characteristic of all good E 
curriculum development practices which may be found useful for any area or 
region of the world. 





Henderson, Leon N. Improving Our Community Homes. 1946 (Rev. ed.) 49 pp. i 
Illus. This pamphlet is designed: (1) to stimulate, in boys and girls in the 
senior high school especially, an interest in and an attitude favourable 
towards improving their own communities through the actual improvement of 
housing; (2) to furnish a basis for the discussion of ways and means of 
improving the community; (3) to indicate briefly factors affecting community 
improvement; and (4) to suggest activities and references which may be used 
by teachers and pupils to develop a thoroughly profitable unit of work.

Provides ie 
useful information helpful to planning, designing and choosing material for 
building and remodelling a home; emphasizes the value for boys and girls: of

illustrates how these repairs and improvements can be made. 


Designed 
to stimulate a desire in boys and girls’to do something to improve the homes 
in which they live, by helping them to find simple ways of making the improve— Ne 
ments and to show them how materials can be secured by bartering and trading. 
This book should be ‘ound useful to supplement and make real the study of 
regional characteristics and their influence mm homes. 
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Harper, Jewel i. and Others. Better tural Yards. 1942. 53 pp. Illus. 
Shows how yards of different shapes and areas may be improved with minimum 
cost by anyone who desires to learn to do it, with particular reference to 
the arrangement of the buildings, trees, shrubs and flowers; the factors to 
be considered in locating walks and drives; useful varieties of grasses for 
lawn planning; hints for tree planting; the selection and placement of shrubs 
and hedges; how to make the yard colourful by properly selected flower plants 
for different seasons of the year; and the factors:‘to consider in fencing a 
yard both for protection and beauty. 


Hart, Paul Pierce. Low Cost Homes for Florida. 1941. 43 pp. Illus. 
Different designs of low-cost homes of different sizes which could be built 
by the prospective owner and with material obtained as far as possible either 
on his own land or in the local market. The drawings show a house as it 
would appear if built of different materials -- logs, boards, masonry. Bills 
of material for carpentry, masonry, hardware and painting are included. 
Methods of construction and of making inexpensive improvements of a home are 
described, and suggestions are given to prevent termite trouble, to avoid 
fire hazards, to correct dilapidation. Ways are shown to provide facilities 
in the kitchen (for storage, cooking and dishwashing) and in the bedroom. 


Harper, Jewel 3. Co-operate with the Rangers. 1944. 54 pp. Illus. 
Designed to present in interesting form a series of activities that can’ be 
carried on with an English class, showing how correct inglish may be used in 
life-like situations by a club of boys and girls who are interested in 
improving themselves, their homes and their school. Among such situations 
are: entertaining in the home; preparing for a party; forming a club; 
sharing experiences; finding and reporting information; and making a survey 
of homes and the community.

This useful catalogue describes with full booking information all sound and a 
few silent films available on loan from the Central Film Library, the main non- 
theatrical distributing agency in MIngland for documentary films. They are 
arranged first under subjects, and each ,subject section is again divided into 
geographical sub-divisions: The United Kingdom, the British Commonwealth, and 
Other Countries. An alphabetical index of titles is given, pp. 129-137. 
Distribution of the Library's films outside the United Kingdom is handled 
directly by the Central Office of Information, Norgeby House, 85 Baker St., 
London W.1. 


Colonial Cinema, vol. '7, no. 2 September, 1949. 52 pp. Published quarterly by 
the Colonial Film Unit, 21 Soho Square, London W.1. Yearly subscription 20s. 
single issues 7s. 6d. 


A particularly interesting number of this useful journal, whose special focus 
is on educational film production and programmes in British territories 
overseas. Included are articles on the Central African Film Unit which began 
to make films in Rhodesia and Nyasaland in September, 1948 (the five films 
completed are described); ‘Visual Education in Jamaica’ which summarizes the 
réle of films in the programme of village development of Jamaica Welfare Ltd. 
the examination and testing by the Film Unit's technicians of a reliable small 
projector that can be driven by ordinary car batteries; and a report on the 
pioneer School of Instruction, Accra, Gold Coast, for the training of Africans 
in’ film craft. Book reviews are given, pp. 47-49, and a descriptive 
bibliography of new films, pp. 50-51. 


Making Better Pottery. 1 reel. 16 mm. Sound Mglish. 12 min. Colonial Film 
Unit. 21, Soho Square, London W.1. 


This is a short instructional film which should be of use not only to African 
pottery workers but also to others interested in the advantages of wheel—made 
pottery over that of hand-made. The different processes of production are 
well presented and are clearly explained by the commentary. The film is 
obtainable on loan from the above address. 
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
